“The ‘actor named Stuart’ I8 now bator
known as ‘the actor named Bothern.” Follow-
ing sufliciently illastrious precedents, I nsod an
sssumed name when I entered on my profession,
and I only resamed my own by the advice of my
friend Mr. James Wallack, The ‘party ot spirii-
ualigts’ was nof compossd chielly of ‘actors and
potresses,’ 1t would have been” none the worse
i1 it had been; bat in reAlity 1L wis composed of
twelve gentiemen of high position in thelr re.
spoctive professions, who, actuated by a com-
mon curiosity and interest, joined in &
thorough practical and exbaustive investiga
tion of the plenomens of ‘spirltnallsm.’ We
ware qaite ready lor either result—to bolieve it
if 1t were true; to reject it Af found filse; and in
the Intter oase | at least resolved in due time to
expose it. For more than two years we had
weckly meetings. At these, by practice, we had
sucoocded in produciog not otd\ all the wonder-
ful ‘manifestations’ of the proiessionnl ‘media,’
but other eflects still more startling. We -lmpl}
tried to reproduce the appearances sud the re-
sults which we had heard of, and =con—and we
suoceeded, Pushing our practice and experi
ments further, we aitalned the capacity to exe-
onte feats much mors remarkable than thoso
presented at any of the ‘spiritoal seances’ An
American gentleman and my=ell took the part ol
the ‘mediai’ the rest of the compuny assisted;
and 1 do not hesitate to say that we outdid
everything attempted or aecomplizhed by Home,
ar the Davenports, or un y of the other more no-
torious spintual exhibitors,

“Not the least of our d iscoveries was that the
whole thing was a myth, We dld all tha the
rpnltlmlinta did, and more; but we wore our own
agents,’ and had no need of recourse to super-
antural influences, had we the power to com-
mand them, We commenced our seances in s

iir t of legitimate investigation: we continued
em for the sake of the amusement they gave

oural.'l\'vn and our filends. We hecame (amous
in o small way. We had to start an engagement
book, and to make appointments, Peopie came
from all parts of America, and waited for their
turn. We gol into a Iumor line of business than
any of the prolessional exhibitors, and we were
extensively patronized. The only difference

was, we didn't charge anything, "We took no
money directlly or indirectly. Our enleriain.

ment, being free, was lllwm!h supported; .uul
when I ndd that {he eve nings invarinbly wound

up with s jolly little supper, given solely at our
own expense, it may be understood that ‘The
Mirncle Cirele’ was much favored and warmly
encouraged. The indulrence of our love of fun
COEL U BOIDG money, but wielded us an immen-
sity of ]ll'n‘nn‘ o gpeak colloquially, it was
an extensive 'sell.’ We did put pens under the
table, and gel signatures ol Shakespeare and
Garrick, aud other vaiuabie nx itograple; we did
produce spirit-hands nnd spirit-torin® people
did float in the air—at least we made our andi-
ence really believe thev did, which wias qnite
sufficient for our purpose and theirs, We ex-

hibited phenomena which were startling enough
in all conscience, and we made our visitors lwe-

tdoing this—how we made tome of the most in-
tellizent men In Amerlca believe that they really

two pret, however, he had manifested the appear-
nnee of cne lwim: more or less under the influ-
ence of liguor, seemed ratuer more deprossod
than usonl, and talked about killing himself,
No one supposed he wonld commit ench an aot,
however, and no particulur notlce was taken of
Lis remerk.
